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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Species B, claims 1 1-31 , in the reply filed 
on 15 September 2004 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-10 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Invention or Species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 1 5 
September 2004. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1- 
10 to Invention or Species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-10 have 
been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Relevant prior art of record did not disclose, alone or in combination, a pressure 
sealing apparatus for a ferroelectric liquid crystal display as claimed comprising: an 
upper pressurizing plate: a plurality of voltage-applying bars formed at an edge of the 
upper pressurizing plate: a lower plate: and a heat coil formed at the interior of the 
upper pressurizing plate and the lower plate. 
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The closest reference is Yabu et ai (Yabu) USPAT 5,019,201 in view of 
Hasegawa et al (Hasegawa) USPAT 6,335,717 who teach thermal bonding with 
pressure and voltage application alignment respectively. However, no reference was 
found with motivation to combine that would result in the apparatus as claimed.
